The School Board submits the following report for the year ending 
February 15, 1906: 


East ScHoot.—Taught by Miss Harriett H. Russell of Boston. 

SOUTH SCHOOL.—Taught by Miss Edna M. Hardy of this town. 

West ScHooLt.—Taught by Miss Frances M. Wadleigh of this 
town. 


These teachers all maintained their reputations for superior 
work, and the scholars made good progress. With a few excep- 
tions, the scholars have been prompt in attendance, well behaved 
in school, neat in appearance, and careful of their books. The 
parents have shown more interest in the schools, and the low 
average of attendance and many instances of tardiness we find due 
to a few families.
